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Ford Studies Gasoline, 
Electricity, Gas Taxes

among the energy saving pro­ 
pasáis pondered by the Ford 
administration. 
Administration 
spokesmen 
said Tuesday that these and 
other ideas were being circu­ 
lated among White House and 
Cabinet officials w ith the aim of 
sending 
energy-conservation 
proposals toCongress as part of 
P re s id e n t F o r d ’s econom ic 
package. 
The proposals could come as 
early as next week, but spokes­ 
men and officials said they 
were not yet in final shape and 
had not been approved by the 
Président. 
Among the tentative propos­ 
als were ideas to require in­ 
dustry 
planning 
for 
energy 
c o n se rv atio n , and to boost 
government publicity on fuel- 
saving methods. 
A spokesman for the Federal 
Energy Office said the United 


States would gain two ways 
from strong conservation ef­ 
forts. 
They would allow a reduction 
of oil imports, reducing the out­ 
flow imthe U.S. balance of pay­ 
ments. 
And they would “show the 
world we mean business" as 
the United Stales seeks to rally 
oil-importing nations behind a 
campaign to reduce demand 
and force international oil 
prices down. 
Another FFA source said still 
more energy-saving proposals 
may emerge later when the 
agency sends its Project Inde­ 
pendence policy proposals to 
President Ford in November. 
The spokesman and source 
provided these outlines of the 
conservation ideas under con­ 
sideration for early proposal to 
Congress: 
— A conservation fee on gaso­ 
line, at 10, 20 or 30 cents per 
gallon. This would raise the 
price at the pump to as much as 
HO cents per gallon, but at least 
part of the fees collected might 


he refunded to the public 
through the income tax system. 
Owners of homes and com­ 
mercial 
buildings 
might be 
allow ed to purchase basic 
quotas of natural gas and elec­ 
tricity at normal prices; but 
graduated surcharges might be 
collected on excess use. 
Large commercial buildings 
probably could reduce their use 
of electricity some 10 to 20 per 
cent, the FFA source said. 
Home owners who install 
insulation or storm windows 
might be allowed to deduct 20 to 
:H) per cent of the cost from 
their income tax payment. 
Industries 
might 
be 
re­ 
quired to develop energy con­ 
servation plans subject to ted­ 
erai approval, but the FFA has 
not indicated how such plans 
Could be enforced. 
Last w inter’s public appeals, 
followed by rising prices, cut 
energy consumption and the 
FFA reports that even now, in­ 
stead of the usual annual in­ 
crease. energy consumption is 
barely back to last year's level. 


Campaign Funds Bill 
Waiting Final Touches

D em ocratic and Republican 
presidential candidates would 
be limited to spending $20 m il­ 
lion each in their general elec­ 
tion campaigns and the govern­ 
ment would pick up the tab un­ 
der legislation awaiting final 
touches. 
The measure would place 
both candidates on an equal fi­ 
nancial tooting. By contrast in 
1972 former President Richard 
M. Nixon s re-election costs ran 
$<»0 
million while Democrat 


Sen. George S. McGovern’s los­ 
ing effort cost $30 million to $35 
million. 
In addition, candidates seek­ 
ing a presidential nomination 
could get up to $5 million in 
government subsidies to help 
them in their races: They would 
bo 
limited 
to spending 
$10 
million.. 
Minor party presidential can­ 
didates also could qualify for 
federal cam paign subsidies, 
depending on their percentage 
of the popular vote. 


And up to $2 million would be 
provided in tax funds to finance 
the national nominating con­ 
ventions of the political parties. 
Public financing of Senate 
and House races, either pri­ 
mary or general election cam ­ 
paigns, is out. 
It was dropped by Senate- 
House conferees Tuesday in a 
victory for the House. Senate 
conferees gave up on this issue 
after their House counter parts 
refused to budge.

In Watergate Trial 
Jury Selection 
Is Continuing 


WASHINGTON (AP) — U.S. 
District Judge John J. Sirica 
lias begun selecting a .jury in 
the Watergate cover-up trial, a 
pa ins taking process that may 
take up to a week. 
Because of the m assive pub­ 
licity surrounding the trial and 
its famous defendants, lawyers 
familiar with the case say the 
selection of 12 jurors and 6 al­ 
ternates will be handled with 
unusual care. 
The selection is unlikely to be 
completed before the end of this 
week, and perhaps not until 
Monday or Tuesday. 
On the opening day of the 
trial Tuesday, Sirica noted two 
years of Watergate news cov­ 
erage and asked the first pool of 
prospective jurors 
to 
come 
before him: 
“Is there anyone who cannot 
presume that the defendants 
who stand before you are in­ 
nocent men?” 
There was no response. Nev­ 
ertheless, the judge admon­ 
ished the potential jurors, 
"keep an open mind about this 
case.” 
The judge admonished them 
to avoid written or broadcast 
accounts of the trial’s first day. 
Accused 
of 
attempting 
to 
smother the original Watergate 
investigation two years ago are 
members of former President 
Richard M. Nixon's innermost 
circle: John I). Ehrlichman, 
H R. Haldeman and John N. 
Mitchell. 
Two other lesser figures who 
worked in Nixon’s 1972 re-elec­ 
tion effort. Robert (’. Mardian 
and attorney Kenneth W Park­ 
inson, also are charged in the 
conspiracy trial 
Sirica heard individual rea­ 
sons why 90 of the 155 persons 
lirst called before him would be 
inconvenienced by serv ing on 
the jury, and he excused,them 
The prospective jurors were 
called upon to say whether 
health or family reasons would 
prevent 
them 
from 
being 
housed at a motel near the U.S. 
District 
Courthouse for 
the 
criminal trial expected to last 


at the very least to the Christ­ 
mas holidays. 
The 65 able to personally 
withstand the extended jury 
duty also were asked a series ol 
questions by Sirica, including 
whether they had any “moral, 
ethical, philosophical or reli­ 
gious” reasons for not standing 
in judgment of others. 
2 Pesticides 
Banned As 
Cancer Peril 


WASHINGTON <AP> - The 
E nvironm ental 
P rotection 
Agency has banned production 
of two pesticides used on key 
farm crops, saying they are 
possible cancer hazards and 
that adequate alternatives exist 
for them. 
Several experts say the ban 
on Aldrin and Dieldrin is un­ 
likely to have a far-reaching ef­ 
fect on the production or price 
of the crops on which they are 
used. 
In tact, Agriculture Depart­ 
ment figures indicate that 
drought, rains and frost this 
year caused 27.5 times more 
damage to the corn crop than 
the ban will. The pesticides 
have been used on about 10 per 
cent of the nation’s corn acre­ 
age to fight worms and other 
soil-born insects. 
The EPA cited the pesticides, 
made in the United States only 
by Shell Oil Co., as probable 
cancer hazards. Their produc­ 
tion for most farm uses was 
banned Tuesday until hearings 
on their registration are con­ 
cluded 
Shell, which sa 'd d sold about 
$8 million worth ol the pesti­ 
cides to corn farmers this year, 
said it would appeal the FPA's 
action to the federal courts on 
both scientific and procedural 
grounds. 
Stocks on hand may still be 
used, the EPA said.

WASHINGTON (A P )- A top 
official of the General Services 
Administration, 
identified by 
administration officials as one 
of eight accused of political use 
of the civil service system, has 
resigned from the government. 
Assistant GSA Administrator 
Allan G. Kaupinen said he is 
resigning to return to private 
business, and declared his deci­ 
sion held “absolutely nothing 
whatsoever” to do w ith the Civ­ 
il Service Commission charges 
pending against him. 
He has become vice president 
of Inverness Investment Corp., 
a venture capital firm in subur­ 
ban Alexandria. Va. 
The C ivil 
S ervice 
Com ­ 
mission has accused eight GSA 
officials of operating 
‘‘an 
unlawful referral system in­ 
volving improper influence in 
appointments” to career civil 
service jobs in the GSA, the 
housekeeping agency of 
the 
government. 
The eight individuals cited by 
the commission last January 
have not been publicly identi­ 
fied by the government, but of­ 
ficials said Kaupinen was one. 
Two others identified them ­ 
selves Monday when they filed 
suit in federal court to block the 
Civil Service Commission from 
taking action against them. 
T hey are Larry Roush, com ­ 
missioner of the Public Build­ 
ings Service of the GSA, and 
Anne L. Powell of Roush’s per­ 
sonnel management staff. 
The com m ission charges 
were an outgrowth of investiga­ 
tions into allegations that the 
Nixon administration tried to 
put political appointees into the 
legally nonpartisan career civil 
service. 
The Civil Service Commis­ 
sion. alter investigating a com ­ 
plaint lodged by a GSA official, 
ordered lour ot the eight em ­ 
ployes tired and Ihe other four 
suspended. 


Nev., chairman of the Senate 
conferees, expressed hope that 
final congressional action on 
the legislation could be taken 
before the start of a recess for 
the November elections. 
The bill would require sub­ 
stantially reduced levels of ex­ 
penditures and contributions 
for campaigns for federal of­ 
fices. 
An 
individual 
would 
be 
barred from contributing more 
than $1.000 to an election cam- 
l>aign of a candidate and more 
than $25,000 in any one year to 
all candidates for federal of­ 
fice. 
The amount that an organ­ 
ization could contribute to a 
candidate's general 
election, 
primary, or runoff campaign 
would he $5.000. 
In-kind contributions by vol­ 
unteer campaign workers, like 
taking voters to the polls or dis­ 
tributing literature, do not 
count. 


The spending limits for House 
candidates would be $70,000, 
both in primary and general 
election campaigns, plus an ad­ 
ditional 20 per cent for fund­ 
raising activities. 


For Senate candidates the 
limit in primaries would be the 
higher of $100,000 or 8 cents 
times the voting-age population 
in their state, and in general 
elections $150,000 or 12 cents 
times the voting age popu­ 
lation. 
Senate candidates also could 
spend an additional 20 per cent 
on fund-raising activities. 


The money for the public fi­ 
nancing of presidential cam ­ 
paigns would come from the 
voluntary system established in 
1971 under which taxpayers 
may earmark $1 for campaign 
financing by checking a box on 
their federal income tax forms.

The ordinance authorizes the 
F ire Department to retain 
special counsel to inquire into 
the status of the pension fund, 
and at the same time gives 
Manager Al Wardingley the 
authority to pay legal fees of up 
to $500. 
The ordinance was declared 
an emergency, according to its 
text. 
"Dy 
reason 
of 
the 
emergency which exists due to 
the 
dissatisfaction 
of 
the 
firemen, who. after months of 
previous negotiations, have 
exhausted all other avenues of 
obtaining these funds.’* 
The pension fund, officially 
designated 
the 
Volunteer 
Firem en's 
Relief 
Pension 
Fund, was established in 1937; 
and. according to Carl Stacey, 
spokesman for the group of 
firemen present at Tuesday’s 
meeting, was the only volunteer 
department pension fund in the 
state. 


In 1967. when all such funds 
were 
removed 
from 
local 
control and handled on the state 
level, no provision was made 
for volunteer fire department 
funds, and Columbiana’s fund 
was subsequently designated 
illegal.

Vogel said the “ swamplike 
area” which Council earlier 
urged him to drain and fill 
because of a health hazard 
actually has always been a 
clean water drainage ditch dug 
illegally

developers of Oak St. property. 
He added that problems with 
the drainage ditch were pretty 
well corrected 
by 
his 
owrn 
personnel, not the developers, 
months ago. 
Vogel also pointed out that 
because Council did not specify 
the exact location of the alleged 
"sw am plike a re a " 
it was 
confused w ith a bigger one on 
the other side of his property 
which has existed for at least 30 
years. 
Has Cooperated 
He listed a number of matters 
in w hich he'said he has given 
the 
city 
"100 
per 
cent 
cooperation,’’ 
including 
land 
and lift station dedication, 
.water main easements, land 
dedication for part of Southeast 
Blvd.. 
drainage 
and 
em ­ 
bankment easements, 
land 
dedication for extended E . 
Pershing St. and storm and 
sanitary 
sewer 
easements 
across his property, all at no 
cost to the city. 
He 
noted 
that 
alter 
he 
granted the city an easement 
across his property for con­ 
struction ot a safti tary sewer 
and force main in 1973. he had 
to repair and replace damaged 
electrical service, speaker 
l>ost.s. evergreen shrubs, rose 
bushes, and trees, which the 
contractor did not restore. 
He went on that the Francis 
K. Figles Contracting Co. of 
Fast Palestine "had Ihe drive- 
in tlieatcr in shambles" bv last 


March in its construction of the 
sanitary sewer and force main. 
He said the company did not 
touch the grounds even after he 
wrote to it. it’s attorney, and 
the project engineers. 
“ We have fought potholes, 
sunken ditches, damaged storm 
sewer pipe, broken speaker 
posts, smashed ticket offices, 
and mud at the ticket office,” 
Vogel claimed. He said the 
entrance and exit roads at E . 
State St. are in complete 
shambles, with drainage going 
in all directions because of this. 
Get Flooded' 
Vogel added, "E v e ry tim e 
there is a big storm we get 
flooded with excess storm 
water and raw sewage." He 
said trees, evergreens, and rose 
bushes were run over and 
smashed in the construction. 
Vogel said the drainage ditch, 
w'hich he showed by a map to be 
on the east side of his property, 
lias never been a health hazard. 
But he said the larger swamp 
on 
the 
west 
side 
breeds 
mosquitoes, snakes, and has 
other 
detrim ental 
en­ 
vironmental problems. 
He asked Council to "take 
immediate action to clean up 
this swamp which has been a 
health hazard for the past 30 
years." 
He asked 
that

natural drainage through this 
area be property directed into a 
catch basin provided at the 
entrance to the 60-inch storm 
sewer laid earlier. 
The architect pointed out that 
Council, in passing a resolution 
urging him to drain and fill the 
area in September, did not 
specify* the location 
of the 
swamplike area. This resulted 
in confusion with regard to 
which area was asked to be 
drained. 
Council's Utilities Committee 
will meet with Vogel on the 
I irive ln Theater property at 10 
a in.

.breadth of the nation He has said clearly what 
Tountless citizens have grumbled about increas­ 
ingly in recent years. 
Simply put. their* complaint has been that 
jcriminals. for one reason or another, too fre­ 
quently go free or get off with very light sen- 
itnces, enabling them to return to society where 
Jbey commit more crimes 
j* The attorney general, speaking recently to the 
International Association of Chiefs erf Police, 
«aid: 
"DANGERO US AND VIO LEN T 
offenders 
should face certain and swift justice 
They 
should know for a certainty that arrest means 
conviction, that conviction means prison 
and 
4hat prison means a sentence commensurate 
Xfcith the offense " 
* This is exactly what the chiefs like to hear and 
Jt is what most Americans like to hear. 
But why does such an undesirable condition 
exist? 
The attorney general said that with so few dan- 
rous offenders being convicted, and even 
wer being jailed, something lias to be wrong 
From his standpoint “ much of the fault must rest 
with the prosecutions and the courts " There are 


many indicators that the criminal justice system 
breaks dow n, he observed 
FB I statistics show that hardcore criminals 
commit about tw o thirds of all crimes Present 
practices which return these criminals to the 
street must be abandoned in the \ iew of FBI Di­ 
rector Clarence M Kelley, who also spoke to the 
police chiefs. 
If two-thirds of all crimes could be eliminated 
by sentencing these hardcore criminals to sub­ 
stantial prison terms, it would do much to alle­ 
viate the grow ing concern and fear of American 
citizens increasingly frightened by the spreading 
incidence of crime. 
W IIAT T IIE XTTORNEY G EN ER A L

The Dirigible Man' 


WASHINGTON 
The gleam 
in the eye of J. (Jordon Vaeth is 
gleaming more brightly these 
days X’aeth is “ the dirigible 
man." His dream of reviving 
the airship is looking bftter all 
the time 


Several developments have 
come along since 1 last talked 
with Vaeth in the spring For 
the record, the gentleman is ail 
old Navy type, director of sys­ 
tems engineering for the Na 
tional Environmental Satellite 
Service. In his spare time, he is 
i dirigible huff as other men 
arc train huffs or firehouse 
Hlfls 
Three events have lifted his 
spirit*. Some .’too scientists and 
engineers met last month in 
Monterey. Calif. In Great 
Britain, Shell International is 
ixjshmg a study of dirigibles as 
devices for transporting nat 
oral gas. Here in Washington, 
tlx* National Aeronautics and 
Space Administration «NASA1 
has negotiated two contracts 
lor feasibility studies 
W IIAT THIS MEANS, 
in 
sum, is that the possibilities ul 
the airship now are command­ 
ing tlie serious attention of sc 
nous men. The Monterey con 
lerence heard 50 professional 
papers dealing with airship 
applications, 
technology 
and 
cost Only two ol the 50 papers 
were pessimistic. 
The Monterey sessions con 
tinned what Vaeth has l>oen 
urging all along. The giant 
dirigibles tliat could be built 
with today’s technology 
dirigibles dwarfing the ill-fated 
Hindenburg ol 40 years ago 
could carry enormous cargoes 
of freight. Such airships would 
conserve tuel They would not 
pollute the environment with 
noise or smog. They could re­ 
ceive and discharge cargoes in 
remote areas ol the world. In 
the recent Honduras hurricane, 
one dirigible could have hauled 
the relief supplies brought in by 
a hundred helicopters. As a 
luxury liner, cruising at a lei 
surely 100 miles an hour a few 
hundred feet above the earth, 
the dirigible would add a new 
dimension to passenger travel

reportedly are thinking of a 
stainless steel dirigible, per­ 
haps 1,800 leet long and 300 feet 
in diameter. It would require a 
crew ol eight and would travel 
at perhaps 110 knots Such an 
airship would have this addi­ 
tional instability or threatened 
nationalization, the airship 
could simply be flown away.

So it w as with your w riter, who 
hails from Lisbon, had been 
passing through Salem since 
childhood, but who had never 
had occasion to be in the vicin­ 
ity of the school. Then, three 
years ago. business dealings 
regarding an uncle's estate, 
brought me by chance up the 
one-way street which 
ap­ 
proaches the school amid ships. 
I was never the same after that 
the edifice became an obses­ 
sion, with a burning desire to 
learn more and see the interior 
of the majestic structure. 
The 4 Great Chimneys 
The courtesy extended by 
Arthur Furev. business mana­ 
ger of Salem Public Schools and 
maintenance foreman. Dan 
Papic and son. Charles, pro­ 
vided the great opportunity to 
not only visit the empty, wind­ 
swept rooms, hut to learn a 
great deal of the history of the 
building. We visited every nook 
and cranny, up into the super­ 
structures immediately under 
the roof. Every part seemed to 
echo the past; even though the 
building was modernized prior 
to 1920. the mute evidence of 
ancient remnants told their 
story. 
But let’s start with the huge 
chimneys that dominated the 
building, giant 16 foot square 
stacks that stretch some 80 feet 
into the stratosphere, two on 
each end of the building. Why 
such huge affairs, and why 
four*? Any one of them could 
have serviced the coal heaters. 
One loses his sense of reason 
trying to figure it out. 
\Ve Go lnsi«ie 
It was December, a cold but 
snow less day w hen we entered 
the great building. It was still 
colder inside. West winds 
gusted through the broken win­ 
dows. w ith a strip of shade idly 
sw inging here and there, other- 
w ise only a ghostly silence. 
The regal center staircase led 
majestically to the floors 
above; immediately in front of 
the stairs, in its logical place on 
the first floor, was the win­ 
dowed rotunda of the superin­ 
tendent's office. Balconies on 
the upper floors looked down on 
fix' stairs; our imagination en­ 
visions the waves of past stu­ 
dents peering from above seek­ 
ing «Hit their romantic interests 
from the ascending throngs. 
We become last in reverie; 
hypnosis engulfs us as we move 
through classrooms of assorted 
sizes and shapes, as though the 
architects were mindful of the 
boredom suffered by the chil­ 
dren We can look back beyond 
the elementary occupancy to 
th<* dim days when scholarly, 
auster«* teachers contemplated 
long-skirted overly-dressed 
girls and boy students with for­ 
mal. high collars. 
Far up in the rafters of the old 
building we see the original 
auditorium, heating pipes now 
dominating the seating area, a 
bountiful stage at the front, still 
intact, and then far above it a 
mini stage. Spiral stairs lead to 
dressing 
rooms, 
cubicles 
abound . w<* can almost hear the 
w hispered off stage lines as the 
student actors and actresses 
pass in the dark corridors. 
Hie Dungeons 
We wend <Hir way down to the 
labyrinths «»I the medieval cas- 
fle below ground level. The 


stoker-fired boilers decay in 
stygian darkness; a calendar 
on the work bench shows De­ 
cember 1967,, when, like the 
fairy castles of old, the building 
was suddenly deserted, con­ 
demned as dangerous after a 
particularly bad storm. 
Locker rooms, silent and de­ 
serted. are everywhere. 
Now we come to the center of 
the quest - the vast chimneys. 
Amid the accumulated dust and 
grime are openings into which 
we can peek upward through 
the void of the mammoth brick- 
encased openings to see the sky 
far above. Ventilating pipes, a 
later innovation, were inserted 
for forced air heating. Appar­ 
ently the original chimneys 
provided fresh air ducts for the 
rooms. Still to be seen in every 
room was the primitive damper 
arrangement by which room 
temperature could be control­ 
led. An arrow pointed to an arc 
on which was designated. 
Colder. Warmer. A wrench was 
used to turn the damper. One 
can almost see an old fashioned 
school marm sending a student 
to find a janitor; 
we can 
imagine him entering the room, 
adjusting the damper and the 
small smile of thanks from the 
teacher. Compared to the new 
fangled expensive modern 
equipment, it doesn’t seem like 
too bad an idea. 
But the chimneys are still 
away out of proportion. Mr. 
Fa pic supplies the answer to 
the most incredible part of all 
- they were part of the toilet 
system! It seems multi-apera- 
tured toilet seats, long before 
the Rushers, opened into large 
concrete pits, to which were at­ 
tached passage ways to the 
huge stacks, convection cur­ 
rents evaporating and carrying 
odors far above 
the sur­ 
rounding dwellings. Unslaked 
lime was administered daily’ 
after school hours so that by ab­ 
sorption and evaporation, a 
lairly solid mass accumulated 
to be shoveled and scraped out. 
then hauled away at vacation 
intervals. One alumnus of early 
school vintage confirmed the 
record by describing the breeze 
underneath while seated! 
Old stories from the Salem 
News of the Thanksgiving 
Dedication. Nov. 25. 1897, dis­ 
close that forced ventilation 
supplemented natural drafts by 
fans powered by gasoline en­ 
gines. and known as 
the 
Smeade System, were 
in­ 
stalled. 
Also, although no evidence 
was discovered, the news re­ 
port states that speaking tubes 
from 
the 
superintendent’s 
office reached all the class­ 
rooms. making direct commu­ 
nication possible from the cen 
tral office 
One interesting sidelight tells 
us that high school teachers 
were paid $10 a month, elemen­ 
tary teachers $5.! 
The cornerstone was laid Oct. 
1, 1896 It is interesting to note 
that this tremendous construc­ 
tion project cost approximately 
the price of a good home t«xlay, 
$45,500.

Salem schools, like the rest of 
the nation, will continue to be 
confronted with problems of 
energy supply and cost this 
year, reminds Supt. of Schools 
Robert E.Pond 
Prices of heating oil and coal, 
he says, have doubled during 
the past year, and fuel for 
transportation has had equal or 
larger increases. 


Business m anager Arthur 
Furey said 
that 
the Salem 
sy ste m is stockpiling coal in the 
event ot a shortage of the fuel 
later in the winter. 
Appropriations for fuel for 
calendar 1974. with 1973 figures 
in parentheses are: coal $6,000 
($5,300); 
gasoline 
$10,000 
• $12,000»; and heating gas 
$35,000 ($30,000). Furey expects 
costs to exceed his allocations 
lor all three areas, and an­ 
ticipates a total gasoline bill of 
nearly $15.000.

Walnut Coffee Ring 
From Refrigerator Biscuits

Walnuts do wonders for lots 
of dishes. A cook who likes to 
take the easy way and make a 
coffee ring from refrigerator 
biscuits can do so w'ith walnuts, 
butter, sugar and flavorings. 
This is a delicious coffee cake to 
serve when friends come for 
morning, afteroon or evening 
coffee. 


One of the best ways we know 
to use walnuts is in a cheddar 
cheese spread made with lot»of 
walnuts, 
pimiento-stuffed 
green 
olives, 
prepared 
m ustard, 
horseradish 
and 
mayonnaise. Exact proportions 
for this popular spreaa are in 
my cookbook, but if you like to 
improvise you can make it by 
taste-and-test. 


Another delightful way to use 
walnuts is to add them to a 
salad.

I j cup butter or margarine

In a 10-inch skillet over low 
heat, melt the butter, remove 
trom heat. 


Cut each biscuit into quar­ 
ters; add these wedges to the 
skillet and toss to coat with the 
butter. 


In a small mixing bowl stir 
together the sugar, orange rind 
and 
nutmeg, 
sprinkle 
over 
biscuit wedges; add walnuts; 
toss together. Spoon into a well- 
buttered 8-inch (6-cup)* ring 
mold.

Bake in a preheated 375- 
degree oven until brow'ned — 30 
to 35 minutes; if top browns too 
much before end of baking, 
cover with a sheet of foil. Let 
stand about 5 minutes at room 
temperature, then invert on a 
serving plate and remove mold. 
Serve warm w ith sweet butter. 
If any of the ring is left over it 
may be wrapped in foil and 
reheated.

let your breath out their normal
